country has been decreasing and in tact in au civ u- 
ized countries it has been decreasing on the whole 
for a good many y ears. 
Scourges hav e been all but 
done away with. 
The discov eries of medical science 
and the improv ements in conditions due to sanita­ 
tion, hav e brought a boon that has affected 
communities and all sections and this has progressed 
since 19 20 as it did before 1920. 
These figures would prov e too much, for certainly 
if prohibition was the reason, or the main reason 
for the general decrease in the death rate since I9ZU 
surely the death rate ought not to hav e increased by 
nine in any group of states for the plain reason that 
there was less liquor drunk in any group of states 
after prohibition went into effect than there had 
been before. 
This being true, if the increased dea h 
rate had any connection with prohibition one would 
hav e to contend that it increased the death rate in 
those states. 
This is perfectly absurd. 
The death 
rate is greater in congested populations. 
it is 
greater where people liv e under unsanitary and ex ­ 
tremely poor conditions. 
It would naturally be 
greater in New York City than in Los Angeles. 
1 he 
deaths due to alcoholism stand on an entirely dilier- 
ent basis. 
There is a direct connection and the fig­ 
ures are v aluable. 
The death rate from alcoholism 
showed a decrease of some 25 per cent from the 
period of 19 20-19 26 compared to the period of 
19 10-19 16 . 
The annual av erage death rate from a.l 
causes in these two periods was from 19 10-19 16 , 
13.8 1 per thousand, while from 19 20-19 27 it was 
12.04 . 
. . 
The difficulty with these figures is that it is v ery 
possible that they may be changed in another period 
and a rev ersal made in some of the states, and it 
shows that the contention w’as without v alid founda- 
tion. 
Three or six y ears is too short a time for com­ 
parisons to prov e a great deal and the factors which 
enter into this particular calculation are too numer­ 
ous to claim that any particular one of them was 
the determining one in the result. 
We know from 
what the phy sicians tell us that the man whose sy s­ 
tem is freed from alcoholic poisons has better 
chawices to recov er from any disease than one who is 
soaked in alcohol. 
From the same sources comes 
the information that the man who is weakened by 
alcoholic poisons and debauches does not show the 
resistance to maladies of any kind as does the man 
who is not so addicted. 
This is bound to show up 
in the net results. 
It is sufficient for intelligent peo­ 
ple to know that this is a factor but we believ e it 
weakens the cause of prohibition to try to credit 
prohibition itself for a condition which is the re­ 
sult, we believ e, of prohibition in part, but of many 
other factors as well. 


The police there know Chicago streets but they ap­ 
parently don’t know shopping. 
Many of Chicago’s streets are so narrow that we 
little wonder at the restrictions on parking and par­ 
ticularly so when one considers that the "loop 
dis­ 
trict is so congested. 
, 
City fathers, ev ery where should take into consid­ 
eration the need of wider streets in accepting them 
now for public use and in many cases they should 
be widened before its becomes practically impossible 
to do so. 
It is a pitiful sight in some of our big 
cities like Detroit to note how the pressure of traffic 
has forced buildings back, destroy ing their architec­ 
ture and entailing loss upon the city into the millions 
and worst of all destroy ing beautiful trees that line 
routes of these cities which hav e been growing for 
decades. 


DON'T FAIL TO REGISTER 


Those upon whom there is no legal restrictions 
from v oting in California this y ear should see to it 
that they are registered so that they may partic­ 
ipate as citizens at the primary and later at election. 
California is in the limelight politically in the union 
and a v ote here, in a sense, means more than a v ote 
in almost any other state as the ey es of the nation 
are focused upon California. 
On the primary day 
there should be such a percentage of her v oting 
population ex ercise their rights as to serv e notice 
on the country that citizenship in the golden state 
in on the alert. 
We all know there is a shameful neglect of the 
duties of citizenship by millions of our citizens and 
it is one of the conditions that cause doubt of our 
institutions to creep into the minds of the thought­ 
ful. 
It is not probable there will be a contest in 
the Republican presidential primaries in California, 
hence a large v ote w’ould hav e a double significance. 
It would show to the country the estimation in 
which Herbert Hoov er is held and it would also let 
them know that the citizens of our state v alue their 
priv ileges and prerogativ es and would amount to a 
wholesome lesson. 
In order to do this, we must register. 
Do not 
neglect it. 
Whatev er y our political ideas are, and 
howev er y ou propose to v ote, perform the act that 
is necessary to giv e y ou that power.
